election if the matter is not 
legally determined. 1 

Purely a technical matter, ' 
Cornyn said in his opinion to < 
the Council: ’ 

“As I understand this situa- ' 
tion, Mr. Hewitt is regularly i 
employed by a Los Angeles 1 
newspaper and is also a part- i 
time employee of the Sierra 
Madre News but he .has no fi¬ 
nancial Interest in the local 
newspaper apart from his sal- ' 
ary as editor or reporter. He 
receives no benefits from legal 
advertising or printing work 
done by the local newspaper. 

“On this basis, I see no legal 
objection to his serving on the 
City Council." 

In answer to the letter, Hew¬ 
itt told the Council: 

"This is based on a malicious 
attack that has nothing to 
do with political platforms or 
political thinking in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

“This Council has been used 
as a springboard for street cor¬ 
ner gossip that is of little bene¬ 
fit to the city or its residents. 

“It is ridiculous to assume 
that an EMPLOYE of any busi¬ 
ness organization in this city 
should be prohibited from 
seeking election to the City 
Council. 

“To clarify the record let me 
state that I have no financial 
interest in the Sierra Madre 
News. My remuneration is on 
a ‘fee’ basis. 

“This fee basis is similar to 
that paid for professional ser¬ 
vices. If the charge contained 
in the letter that I am in¬ 
eligible to run for City Coun¬ 
cil were true, then the promot¬ 
ers of this form of gossip 
would have to say, for exam¬ 
ple, that Noren Eaton, an at¬ 
torney seeking election to the 
Council, would have to cease 
as legal representative of the 
Sierra Madre News and other 
Sierra Madre businesses or 
withdraw'. The rule also would 
apply to garage mechanics and 
hardware clerks. 

“But this is not the legal 
truth . . . 

“Although I hesitate to dig¬ 
nify this letter with an answ'er, 

I wish to announce that to 
clear the air I w'ill offer my 
resignation as editor of the 
News if the matter is not legal¬ 
ly determined.” 

With Cornyn’s legal ruling, 
the Council considered the 
matter closed.

Yosemite National Park’s magnificent moun¬ 
tain scenery seems all the more inspiring at this 
time of year when its picturesque peaks, cas¬ 
cades and gorges are blanketed with snow. This 
popular playg^round is a winter paradise, in¬ 
deed, for all members of the family whether 
they be seeking unparalleled scenic beauty, ex¬ 
cellent skiing terrain or simply a good place for 
a frolicsome snow fight. 

• Along the 22-mrle high-gear road to Badger Pass, 
one may catch numerous scenic views into the val¬ 
ley and of the lofty Sierra peaks ahead. Perhaps the 
most thrilling is the one from Wawona Tunnel 
where the panorama of the entire valley, powdered 
with white, is visible. 

• Badger Pass (lower photo) boasts several well- 
marked downhill runs, all of which start from the 
top of the T-bar lift that effortlessly transports up¬ 
hill some thousand skiers per hour. Supplementing 
the main lift are three rope tows, one being espe¬ 
cially designed for novice skiers. Center plioto sliows 
girl ready to take off on a downhill run. 

• In addition to Badger Pass, two nearby are.as also 
offer excellent ski touring. One is known as Ostrander 
Lake region, located about five miles east of Badger 
Pass, and the other is Glacier Point, from where one 
may gain a spectacular view of the valley below. 

9 In the shadow of 3,000-foot Glacier Point is the 
outdoor ice rink wliere day and night skating fes¬ 
tivities are scheduled. Latest reports, however, indi¬ 
cate the rink is closed for the remainder of the year. 
Yosemite’s winter season ends April 1. 

• Top photo shows visitors enjoying stop in the 
vicinity of picturesque Half Dome, which towers 
nearly a mile above the valley’s floor. From here 
may be viewed most of the park’s seven waterfalls, 
including Upper Yosemite Falls, highest free-falling 
waterdrop in the world. 

• Winter accommodations are available in Yosem¬ 
ite Valley at the popular Ahsvahnee Hotel and 
Yosemite Lodge. Several of the ski huts in the area 
provide meals and overnight accommodations.

Vosemite National Park’s magnificent moun¬ 
tain scenery seems all the more inspiring at this 
time of year when its picturesque peaks, cas¬ 
cades and gorges are blanketed with snow. This 
popular playground is a winter paradise, in¬ 
deed, for all members of the family whether 
they be seeking unparalleled scenic beauty, ex¬ 
cellent skiing terrain or simply a good place for 
a frolicsome snow fight. 

• Along the 22-mile high-gear road to Badger Pass, 
one may catch numerous scenic views into the val¬ 
ley and of the lofty Sierra peaks ahead. Perhaps the 
most thrilling is the one from Wawona Tunnel 
where the panorama of the entire valley, powdered 
with white, is visible. 

# Badger Pass (lower photo) boasts several well- 
marked downhill runs, all of which start from the 
top of the T-bar lift that effortlessly transports up¬ 
hill some thousand skiers per hour. Supplementing 
the main lift are three rope tows, one being espe¬ 
cially designed for novice skiers. Center photo shows 
girl ready to take off on a downhill run. 

9 In addition to Badger Pass, two nearby areas also 
offer excellent ski touring. One is known as Ostrander 
Lake region, located about five miles east of Badger 
Pass, and the other is Glacier Point, from where one 
may gain a spectacular view of the valley below. 

9 In the shadow of 3,000-foot Glacier Point is the 
outdoor ice rink where day and night skating fes¬ 
tivities are scheduled. Latest reports, however, indi¬ 
cate the rink is closed for the remainder of the year. 
Yosemite’s winter season ends April 1. 

9 Top photo shows visitors enjoying stop in the 
vicinity of picturesque Half Dome, which towers 
nearly a mile above the valley’s floor. From here 
may be viewed most of the park’s seven waterfalls, 
including Upper Yosemite Falls, highest free-falling 
waterdrop in the world. 

9 Winter accommodations are available in Yosem¬ 
ite Valley at the popular Ahwahnee Hotel and 
Yosemite Lodge. Several of the ski huts in the area 
provide meals and overnight accommodations.
